NEW YORK, February 23.—Who is “V. G?’ 
The question is aprepos of the initials signed to 
the remarkably clever caricature portraits of 
financial and political celebrities in THs WORLD.» 
There is much curiosity as to the artist te whom 
they belong, aad peopie are everywhere asking 
“Who is he?” The grotesque humor with which 
the weak poinis of our notabilities have been 
seized upon and emphasized by V. G.’s grapnic 
pencil cause a delighted public to congratulate 
itself that a new Tom Nast has arisen among us. 
He has been likened to Keppler forthe unerring 
instinct with which he has preserved faithful 
likemegses of his subjects under the 
most dificult conditions. But, how- 


ever flattering these comparisons may be to 
a young artist comparatively unknown to -fame, 
he deserves the far greater credit ofa striking 
originality in his meth ods and treatment. Aside 
from the interest awakened by his successful hits 
in the WORLD, thé story of the artist is unusually 
interesting in itself, and bun- 
dreds of his professional acquaint- 
ances and comrades in New York = and 
elsewhere. 1 have ne doubt his really romantic 
history will be as great a surprise as it was to me 
when I first heard it afew days ago. His name is 
VALERIAN NICHOLAIEVITCH GRIBAYEDOFF, 

and he was born in St. Petersburg about five and 
twenty years ago. Nicholaievitch, meaning ‘‘the 
Son of Nicholas,” was added to the praenomen in 
accordance with Russian custom, but is disused 
except in formai address. When Valeriau was 
still a child his family was compelled to leave 
Russia on account of political complications. 
They settled isi England, where he was sent to 
school. Naturally quick-witted and fond of 
study he made rapid progress, not only in Latin. 
Greek and mathematics, but in the acquisition of 
a most correct English stvie and pronunciation. 
Stirred by a restive spirit of adventure, however, 
he ran away to sea when 14, and afew months 
afterwards found him wanderin about the 
streets of Buenos Ayres, in South America, with 
no very definite a in view, It 50 
happened that one of the revolutions which 
seein to be perennial in that part of the 
worid was im progress. President Avellaneda 
Was in possession, but Gen. Bartolomei Mitre, 
wbom be had ousted a month before, threatened 
Buenos Ayres with a large force. The govern- 
ment was therefore drumming up every available 
recruit to repel the enemy. Young Valerian was 
Sshapped up and impressed into service as a drum- 
mer, The | pesengene troops under Col. arias 
consisted of about 600 men, all a with Rem- 
ington rifles and tolerably well drilled. At a 
farm-house cailed Laverde,abeut two days march 
from Buenos Ayres, they encount Mitre’s 
forces which consisted of a «disorderly rabble, 
numbering about 6,000 half-naked Indians, farm- 
ers and riff-raff, totally without disciplise and al- 
mest without arms. After the first fire the revo- 
lutionary leader, deeming diplomacy the 
better part of yalor, opened negotiations, and, 
procuring satisfaciory terms, surrendered. The

Atthe breaking out of the Russe-Turkish 
war, he hastened to St. Petersburg, animated by 
a patriotic desire to fight the enemies of his coun- 
try. He was prevented from carrying out his in- 
tention of joining the army, however, by a sudden 
attack of illness, He had been so long absent 
from his native land t he almost 
forgotten the language, and this spoiled 
his chances of passing the examinatioa for a com- 
mission when he recovered. He, however, ac- 
companied the army in the latter part of the cam- 
paign as correspondent of a St, Petersburg news- 
paper; was present atthe fall of Plevna, and, 
after experiencing a series of exciting adventures, 
returned to St. Peterspurg. Here he became a 
most ardent aud enthusiastic member of oe of 
the leading revolutionary students’ chibs, gener- 
ally believed to be affiliated with the Nihilists. He 
took @ prominent part in the exciting events 
which disturbed the Russian capital in the early 
part of 1878.

Its Signers Demand That Hot Wheat be 
Posted,and if the Elevators Fail to Post 
it That They be Declared Irregular— 


Views of President Francis and Ex- 
President Ewald, 


This morning a great flurry was occasioned on 
‘Change by the appearance of the following 
petition, which was circulated for subscriptions: 


To the Presidentand Board of Directors of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, St. Louis, Mo.: 
GENTLEMEN—Whereas the manufacturing, re- 

ceivigg, shipping and specuiative grain trade rely 
onthe statement of stocks as made up by the 
registration effice, and current business of great 
magnitnde is influenced thereby, it is therefore 
important that the registrar’s reports should, as 
intended, truthfully showihe exact stock of any 
and all grades of grain; and, whereas it is rumor 
ed and believed that considerable of the stock of 
No. 2 wheat hhas ceased to be of that grade pnder 
the requirements of tne rules and regulations of 
the Exchange, your petitioners, therefore, usk 
ask your attention to the matter 
and suggest ihat you regure ihe 
receipts for any so-calied No. 2 wheat, which 
has ceased to be of that grade to be surrendered 
ana canceled, and the amounts deducted trom 
stock of No. 2, and that pew receipts for special 
bin wheat be issued in place thereof, so that the 
corrected report of stock shall show exact 
amounts on hand avaliable for hilling, shipping 
a4 delivery on contract under the ruies of the Ex- 
change. 

If this is not promvtly done it becomes the im- 
perative duty of your Honorable Boara to act un- 
der section 0, of rule viil, by declaring ele- 
vators containing such wheat; irregular and witb- 
out the jurisdiction of the Exchange. One or the 
other proposition must be adopted to relieve the 
Exchange from appearing to sanction fictitious 
statements of stoek, or of enforcing the accept- 
ance of unsound wheat on contract, a con- 
tinuance of which might involve’ serious 
responsibility upon the kxchange and 
upon the directors as individuals, 
The following signatures were within anv hour at- 
tached to the petition:

At first there was a very general expression in 
favor of the petition, but after it bad been circu- 
lated a few momeutis somebody suggested that if 
it was acted in the effect would be to witharaw 
about 400,000 bushels of wheat from the market, 
the result of which must be disastrous to those 
wflo were short on 0. 2, which is 
the main basis of all speculation. This consid- 
eration threw tLe “shorts” into a panic. and in a 
few moments No. 2 went up from $1 1044 to 111. 
Within an  ~*hour they got over their 
scare, and the figures dropped back again. 
A Post-DIsPATcCH reporter met President 

D. R. FRANCIS 

on the floor, and solicited an expression from 
him. He assented, and, sitting dowa, spoke sub- 
stantially as follows: 

“T understand that a petition is being circu- 
latea to-day, and very numerously signed, re- 
questing the president and board of directors 
tolook more closely after the wheat in the 
but I have no official notification 
yet of what lask. I have only this to say, that 
pelther myself nor the directory ever lost sight of 
or ignored fora moment the reports circulated 
concerning wheat in elevators, nor have we been 
negligent of our duty in the premises. Such ru- 
mors were afloat on my assuming the duties 
of my office. I immmediately selected a commit- 
tee which I felt confident would protect the inter- 
ests of the Exchange as well as the interests 
of trade generally. have kept informed all the 
time of the action of the committee, and I think 
they have more than fulfilled the most sanguine 
expectation that lor any one elise could have en- 
tertained. Especially is their work notable in 
that it bas succeeded in protecting the entire 
erade against any luss.on account of wheat get- 
ting out of condition, on account of the posting 
which, in other markets, is consequent upon 
such damaged condition. The relations of 
the gentlemen who own elevators and 
the graiu stored therein to the Exchange have 
always been delicate, andin selecting the grain 
committee l had an eye to that fact and selected 
men who unders those relations and who 
would steer the Exchange safely through. Iam 
fully satisfied that the trade will incur no loss 
from any wheat getting out of condition—if any 
has done so—and whilst the committee 
bas secured this guarantee it has in no 
manner made the Exchange liable. When the 
petition is presented tothe Board officially, it 
will meet with that consideration to which its im- 
portance and the standing of its signers entitle 
it. In themeantime you can assurethe trade 
that, in my opinion, and the opinion of the execu- 
tive committee, the trade is well protected and 
need entertain no fears on account 
of. the heating of wheat in tbe elevators.” 

EX-PRESIDENT J. C. EWALD 
said: “On theincoming of the present adminis- 
tration a committee was yf authorized to at- 
tend to grain inspection, and they at once placed 
themselves in position to know the exact condi- 
tion of all wheat in the elevators through the in- 
speciors. Some wheat was discovered to be out 
of condition, the owners ofthe elevator 
readily promised to 
power to afford 
relief,and agreed that instead of posting damaged 
wheat, as had always been done in otber cities, to 
the loss of tbe holders of such grain, they would 
not post it, put would themselves assume ail 
losses trom that cause. They even offered to 
ive bonds tothe extent of one or two hundred 
ousand dollarsto insure the Keeping of this 
promise. This was considered satisfactory to the 
committee and by the. officers of the Exchange. 
Inthis way, members of the Exchange holding 
receipis fur wheat are absoluteiy 
rotected from _10ss. The elevators 
1ave carried out their reement to the letter. 
Immediately after our first interview with the 
propiietors of the eelvators, they retired nearly 
ali their receipts, so that to-day receipts for only 
eighteen or twenty thousand bushels are floating 
on the market, filreen thousand of which are held 
in the bands of one prominent house, who are so 
well satisfied with the situation that they refuse 
to sell. In regard wo this petition, we 
think every int in it bas been covered 
jnasmuch as no los: Can aecrue to members of the 
Exchange who hold elevator receipts. We have 
no power to compel the eleyators to cancel these 
receipts or ship the wheat out. So long as they 
honor with sound grain all receipts that are pre- 
sented, they are soiventand independent of us, 
just as a bank is solvent which meets its obliga- 
tions; and we have no right to declare them ir- 
reguiar till theyfail to honor a receipt with 
geod grain. The committee thinks the gentlemen 
who originated the petition are a little hasty, as 
in a few days—poasibly a few hours—more than 
they have asked will be granted. During the

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


THe Archwological Society at Athens has de 
cided to make researches at the bottom of the 
Bay of Salamis, where the famous naval battle 
between the Persians and Greeks was fought. 
In that batile history records the fact that the 
Greeks lost about fifty and the Persians 900 vex 
sels, Which have never been disturbed and ate 
presumably lying on the bottom of the séa, and it 
ig thought that it may be possible to recover part 
or complete specimeits ot the naval architecture 
of the ancient Greeks and Persians, which will 
proye of deep inter est to archwologists. 


THE official report has just been published ¢on- 
cerning a Very curious epidemic which prevailed 
among the €ate 1n Deccan and Ahmednuggur in 
1882, and in Sivoor in 1883, The disease appeared 
when choléra was prevalent at these plaees and 
produced extraordinary mortality. The animais 
were seized with sickness Which endéd in swell- 
ing of the throat foliowed by asphyxia and death 
in a day ortwo. At Ahmeanuggur 750 cats died 
within three weeks, and in about the game time 
300 died at Sivoor. The government has. directed 
that in case the diséase again breaks out, careful 
observation shall be made with a view of deter- 
mining its relation to cholera.

THE census reports for the Bombay presidency 
and Scinde give some interesting facis. The 
area of Bombay is 76,108 square miles, and of 
Scinde, 47,752, and the number of people recorded 
by the ceusus was 16464,414, or am average of 133 
persons to the square milé, or, if the desert plains 
are left out, the average exceeds 174, which is 
about the average for Austria. There isan ayer- 
age of 17%4 houses to every 100 peopie, which is 
nearly as high a proportion as in England, where 
the figures are 18% to 100. The cily of Bombay 
contains 773,196 persons, and there are several 
other cities With 100,000 and over. As to the 
people, the maps are largely in excess of the fe- 
males, although the mortality among the men Is 
much greater. In Bombay there are 975 women 
for every 1,000 men, and in Scinde there are only 
e233. The difference is dué to a greater number of 
males born, for a greater number die, and more 
females pass the age of 50 than mén, so that the 
prevailing belief that the mode of life of women 
in India is unhealthy and destructive is disproyed, 


Tue report of the administration of the Imperial 
German Postal and Telegraph Dept. snows great 
increase of business. There are in Germany 12,554 
postofices and 82,259 persons employed in the 
service. The receipts exceed the expenses by @ 
handsome sum, A comparison of the work of 
postal departments of the various European coun- 
tries is made, showing that Great Britain comes 
first, Germany next, and France third. Taking 
the results of 1882, it seems that for every indl- 
yidual innabitant of Great Britain 52.5 letters are 
sent through the post; in Switzerland the ratio is 
49.8; in Belgium, 42; France, 35.3; Netberlands, 
32.6; Germany 31.8; Denmark, 30.6; Austria, 17.4: 
sweden, 148; Norway, 14; Italy, 11.1; Hungary. 
9.4: Spain, 7.1; Portugal, 6.9; Greece, 3.6: Russia, 
9.9; Roumania, 2; Servia, 0.7; Bulgaria. 0.5, Rus- 
éia, Bulgaria and Servia are the only European 
countries in which the postal department needs 
asssistance from the public treasury.

CINCINNATI, February 23,—The fourth Cincin- 
nati opera festival was unfortutiate,in that it had 
for aconcomitant the greatest flood which the 
hissory of Ciucinnatu bas reecrded, The festival 
itself was, inthe first place, anew departure. 
Former festivals consisted of eight performances 
given in one weék, including two matinees. This 
one ran two weeks aha gave twelve perform- 
ances, one daily, including four matihees, Mad 
the festival escaped the immense drawback of the 
flood it would have encountered the competition 
of Mapleson with Patti and Gerster for the first 
week—a competition Infinitely preférable-to tne 
drawback of a great flood, which isolated the city 
from the outer world by railand byriver. Yet, 
inthe midstof this great disaster, cut off from 
railway communication with the galaxy of cities 
that cluster arofind WUincinnati afd contripute 
so lafgely to the attendaneée at dramatic fes- 
tivals, May festivals and opera festivals, 


this fourth opera festival got on amazingly 
in respect to audiences—it got on so well in fact, 
&s to lead to tue belief here that had the weather 
and all other circumstances been favorable it 
would have béeb the most successful opera festi- 
Vai in the series given here annually since 1861, 
When these festivals bewan. It is furilermore 
the general belief here now that With fair weath- 
ér and no flood, Mapleson, during his one week, 
would have bad crowded houses, and thut he and 
Abbey, instead of hurting, would have helped 
each other. As it turned out, Mapiésen staid 
awat, and Abbey and the flood had the city ail 
alone.

Excitement Caused by Want of Water at the 
Fire Last Night.

Moit, on his return to the City Hull,consuited the 
Water Commissioner’s map and found that there 
was a water-plug before and in the rear of the 
company’s property, and that there were plugs 
all around the blocks in the vicinity; further, that 
there Was a six-inch Water Main On two sices of 
the block and a twenty-inch main on 
Park avenue, just one biock above. 
The stables were located on Park avenue, 
between re and Second Oarondeiet 
aveoues. Col. Fi Bays that a sixX-iuch main 
will supply three engines easliy. An inves. 
tigation of the water-pluigs in the vicinity wiil be 
had by the Water Commissioners, for the purpose 
of ascertaining if they are detective.

BISMARCK’S SNUB. 


What a Prominent German-Amert- 
ioan Says About Him. ‘ 


The Prince Was Only Waiting for a 
Chance to Show His Dislike for the 
United States—Minister Sargent Val- 
ues His Position More Than Honor. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, February 23.—Mr. Oswajd Otten- 
dorfer said yesterday that the action of Prince 
Bismarck regarding the Lasker resvlutions was 
an insult to the United States and one Which de- 
served substantial resentment. “Ever since the 
pork question was agitated,” continued Mr. 
Ottendorfer, “Bismarck has been acking to Vent 
his spite upon America. The receipt 
of the ‘resolution eulogistic of a statesman 
who did not agree With bim in all matters fur- 
nished bim, maybe, a petty excuse, and he has 
made the most of it. This seems all the 
more extraordinary to me because Lasker was 
not a political opponent of Bismarck Oa the 
contrary, he was his valued assistant in many in- 


stances where the poiliey of the Government in 
certain exigencies was Goncerned. The principal 
difference tween them, if there really Was one, 
was uodoubtedly on the tariff question. hile 
Bisinarck Was the greatest cham- 
pion of protection, Lasker enunciated the princi- 
ples which Cobden advocated, Notwithstanding 
all Ubis iS Wasa subjeet of common remark in 
Germany, especially during the years sudceediug 
the war, how mucb regard and affection the Prince 
seemed to lavish upon Lasker. He sat always in 
the seat of honor when Bismarck held State re- 
ceptions, and every attention characteristic of a 
beloved and honored brother was paid him, The 
resojution possessed uo political significance 
batever, nor was it intended that it should. 
They contained not a single séptence which coula 
be construed as an attempt to elevate in public 
opinion one or the other of the great political par- 
ties in Germany. Lasker was a German states- 
man, 
LOVED AND HONORED 
by his people. He visited America and made 
lasting friendships wherever he oe, Se 
amoug the members Of the House of preseiita- 
tives. This body, knowing weil the regard and 
esteem in which he was held at home, abroad and 
by members of the National Legislature, deemed 
it not oOuly a duty but a pleasure to extend svm- 
pathy to his people in the bereavement. The 
very fact that Lasker died upon our shores made 
it an imperative courtesy that America should con- 
dole with a sister nation over her loss. The truth 
is Bismarck has been troubled too much with the 
advance in public favor of American pork in Ger- 
many. This, coupled with the enormous yearly 
<ieportation of German citizens to Amefica, hs 
aroused his ire and America must bear the 
brunt.” 

“What is your opinion of the demand made by 
the semi-official newspapers tn Germany that 
Minister Saryeut shall be recalled.” 

“These pewspapers are simply voicing the senti- 
ments ot Bisaiurek. The Prince claims that Sar- 
gent informed the United States Government that 
Bismarck desired the exclusion of Amer'- 
ean pork from Germany hot 80 much 
on account of sanitary as agrarian reasons. This 
meaut that Bismarck feared that American ex- 
ports would drive the German article in the 
course of time entirely out of the market. The 
Prince, too, I see, charges Minister Sargent with 
sevding Comniunications to this effect for pubil- 
cation in the American newspapers. This is un- 
true, I think Minister Sargent was ordered vy 
the Department of State to express his opinion as 
io Bismarek’s object in demanding tHe exclusion 
ol American pork. He obeyed this order. The 
Department of State furnished his statement to 
the press of ihe country. THis being the case, 

HOW COULD HE BE HELD 
responsible? Tue charye that he is endeavoring 
by his diplomatic couduct to iaflueice the coming 
elections in this couutry seems too absurb to 
merit a passing thought, The statement that the 
House of Representatives adopted the Lasker 
resoiution te gain German votes inthe coming 
Presidentivl contest and to win the ,love of Ger. 
maus at home who. are desirous of throwing the 
gates of the Fatherland wide open to American 
imports, seems equaily ridiculous, What 1 viame 
Minister Sargent ior is this: He apparentiy cares 
more for his position than he does fur courtesy to 
himself and the United States at the hands of the 
officials of the German Goverument. Were this 
not so, he must have resigued ur reseuted the in- 
suits heaped upon him by Bismarck and others 
ere this. Had Pancroft or Tuylor or White sul- 
ferea such mwdiguities while they represented 
America in Gerniany ie | would have demanded 
redress Without delay. Ever since the pork agi- 
ation began Sargent has suffered the rebuffs 
and contemptuotis sueers of Bismarck and his 
friends. Whenever be has expressed a desire to 
make a Communication from the United States 
Goverument he has either been totally ignored or 
referred to a stibordiualeé official. Socially, as well 
as diplomatically, be has been cut without the 
slightest show on his part of resentment. Sargent, 
if he will noi ovn that be owesit to himself, 
certainly owes itto the United States Govern- 
ment, that these insults shall be resented, and 
speedily, too. His failure to demand redress 
seems to me the ouly reason why he shoulda be 
recalied.”’

Time in Virginia has no value whatever, 
and, as it is the universal practice there 
never to do to-day whatcan be put of until 
to-morrow, little inconvenience arises, The 
railways are run on a happy-go-lucky sehed- 
ule, Which is extremely diverting to those 
who have time in abundance, and the few 
who are pressed for minutes, being in a 
hopeless miuority, rather afford oecasion for 
mirth when they begin to kick at Virginia 
methods. The railway time tables are in per-

fection in the rural districts. Not long ago a » 


night train with a party of New Yorkers on 
board was bumping along (comfortably ata 
ten-miles-an-hour gait through a remote part 
of Virginia, when all at once, with a tremen- 
dous jerk it came to a standstill, The natives 
in the onees ear did not think it worth 
while to ask the reason of the sudden stop- 
page; the aliens did, though, and when the 
conductor stroiled through the cara roar of 
indignens inquiry went up. The conductor 
soothingly explained that the always 
stopped ata switch for fear it might not be 


set. 
“But, good gracious,” exclaimed an irate 
New Yorker, “where is the switchman?”’ 

The conductor explained that the particu- 
lar éwitchinan they then needed was proba- 
biy asleep.

Jim continued vbdurate until one of the 
New Yorkers arose from his berth, and, clad 
in rage and @ checked ulster, got off the car 
aud threatened to set fire to the station house 
and make a burnt offering of Jim if that 
switch was not set in ten minutes. Within 
the specified time Jim appeared, boiling 
with indignation, and threatening to oe 
if he were again subjected to similar in- 
convenience.

A fast train, 
that is, what they call a twenty-miles-an- 
hour train—was going through a plantation 
a month of so ago, and the passengers ob- 
served three littie girls on the wayside 
waving their white aprons frantically at the 
conductor. The train, of course, stopped.

“Won't you please give me and Katie and 
Fanny and the doggie a ride?’ The con- 
ductor promptiy cousented, and assisted 
Miss Eyelashes, her companions and the dog- 
gieon buard. They rode on for a mile or two, 
and thew they anacuncea their rexdiness to 
get aff. The train stopped and they jump- 
ed down and scampered off. Just as the 
irain bad started Miss Eyelashes rushed 
wildly batk.

As specimens of 
each Class might be mentioned White and Mulane. 

There are those who are eooi and collected, and 

govud generalmen who can be especially relied 

upon in a tight place. Matthews is probably the 
strongest man in the association in these partic- 
ulars, but Keefe and McGianis follow very 
closely.

A STABLE CONFLAGRATION., 


The People’s BRailway Company Suffers to 
the Extent of $15,000. 
A fire, very formidable iu aspect, but singular- 
ly tame in results, occurred last night on Park 
avenue, in the block just east of Lafayette Park, 
the People’s Railway being the sufferer. It was 
just after 8 o’clock when one of the bostlers in 
the company’s stables noticed a small flame in the 
south end of the great loft where the feed is 
stored. He ran to it and found that 
some of the hay was ablaze, al- 
though there was nothing to indicate how 


it caught. He endeavored to extinguish the fire, 
and is certain that had he had a couple of buckets 
of water close ai hand it would have been easy to 
do, There was no water, however, and the fire 
gained rapidly, despite bis stamping and slapping 
at it. Meanwhile a hostier, named Jolin Quinn, 
on the floor below, saw the flames licking one of 
the windows, and heara the cry of fire from the 
loft. Soberanto the No. 7 engine house, about 
a block away, and gave an alarm. The 
loft of the stable extended over the entire 
area covered by tbe structure, which had dimen- 
sions Of 250 feet tront on Park avenue by a depth 
of 150 feet to an alley called McNulty street. It 
was filled with hay ana other combustibles, and, 
once under way, the flames rushed over the ex- 
— as they do over a dry grass prairie. Tbe 

remen had hardly arrived betore the upper floor 
was in compiete possession of the element. 
A second alarm was immediately sounded, 
and the stablemen, who, fortunately, were ail ou 
hand at that early bour, devoted their energies to 
Saving the horses and harness. The animals, 
numbering 135, were led by ones and twos iniv the 
Street and then were turned lovse and cliased off 
tu the west. In five minutes a procession of the 
perplexed animals; clattered west on Park ave- 
nue, Many of them keeping that course to Grand 
avenue. Every horse was released before 
the fire had reached the lower floor at all, and 
ten minutes later every piece of harness was out, 
and in a gale place, the work being directed by 
the superintendent, Mr. P. Shea. Three or four 
ears anda snow plow, which were. in the car 
shed, were pulled out and shifted along the track 
on Park avenue, allcars from town being halted 
on Second Carondelet avenue. Meantime the fire- 
men were having very poor success, Owing to the 
very poor Water supply, which was not sufficient 
to allow two engines to play full streams. After 
two hours’ work they succeeded, however, in 
saving the east one-third of the builaing, cou- 
taining about 150 stalls and the company’s offices. 
The balance was completely aestroyed, as to the 
lnterior,ouly the outside walls being left standine. 
The proximity of the great blaze  oc- 
casioned quite a scare. in the La- 
fayetie Park flats, only fifty. yards away. 
but not a builcing was even scorched, outside of 
the one where the fire originated. The company 
kept a force of men at work ali night, and this 
morning Cars were runniag as usual. Many of 
the liberated horses reported for breakfast, and, 
after sniffing around the dismal ruins for awhile 
were inuuced to enter the undamaged portion of 
the structure. The others were nearly all cap- 
tured, some being quartered at the Lindell &ta- 
bles and some at the Jefferson avenue stables. 
The cars were lined along Mississippi avenue, the 
width of which prevented them from being ap ob- 
struction,and were staried on sehedule tine. The 
ha is estimated at abou $15,000, fully covered by 
ee, the total insurance amounting to $20,-

The bears in grain had the whip hand of the 
markets this past week. Bull speculation ap- 
peared to have winded itself, or its muscle’ gave 
out. At any rate the Righ values ruling last week 
were wiped out as with a wet sponge. It aoes 
look just now as though the St, Louis specula- 
tors were preparing to produce their regular 
spring crop of bear skins. ‘Ihe majority of the 
local crowd, from the capitalist to the veriest 
“‘tatler’ and “‘yapper,” are generally on the bear 
side of the markets in the spring. But there bas 
been any amount of confidence expressed and 
shown here by what are kuown as leading opera- 
tors 1p higher prices for winter wheat in~ St. 
Louis, Prominent among them were Web M. 
Samuel, D. R. Francis, 8. W. Cobb, J. C. MacGin- 
nitie, Thos. Akin, D. P, Grier and 
“Uncle Dan” Hodgkins. Of course 
most of them believe St. Louls wheat will 


sell relatively much higher than the other mar- 
Kets. Their ideas are based upon the superior 
grade of No, 2 wheat here, 
THE CONSUMPTIVE DEMAND FOR IT, 

the fact that this isa winter wheat market, pure 
and simple, and the fact that the shortage in last 
year’s crop was in winter. After Chicago struck 
her lowest price for wheat Sit sold up 75%c. St. 
Louis from her iowest went up 8¥4c. The last de- 
cline carried Chicago down bc. St. Louis only 
lust 244c. Thisshows better than any other ex- 
planation how, well wheat was sustuined here. 
But spring is nearly upon us. The crop went into 
the winter in the finest possible shape and came 
out strong and healthy. There has been no 
weather as yet to injure the crop, and it is doubt- 
ed very much whether it is possible now to ma- 
terially dumage it, except by a succession of the 
most extraordinarily severe weather. Europe is 
reiusing to purcbase American wheat at the 
prices demanded by the sellers. There is nearly 
32,000,000 bushels iu sight, and the reserve held 
by the couatry is estimated at fully 150,- 
000,000 bushels more, John Melion to the contrary. 
Tue latest advance shows conclusively that a 
large amount Of Wheat is held in the couwtry. 
Orders have been received to sell right large 
umounts tO arrive from points where it was 
thought the country was bare. It looks very 
much as though America would still be holding 
on to her big stocks when the pew crop com- 
mences to meve to market. But there is yet ev- 
ery reason to believe that speculation will con- 
tinue to see-saw the market up and down for 
some Lune yet. The Chicago clique that swiags 
seven io eight miilion busheis, although it is 
wind, is liavle at any momeut to give the screws 
au Upward twist and squeeze the shorts out, then 
let Lhe inarket gO bumbiing until they lay ina 
fresh stock of wind—and victims. I[t is what Is 
calied “milking the deal” Another name for it 
is “bunko.” Erelong, however, the influence of 
the new crop will be ielt bere. It is probable 
there may be crop scares. But, ifa large 
and fine crop is assured, then lovk out for the 
beurish St. Luuis nature comiag tothe surface. 
Already some of them, who only a short time 
uyo were taiking confidently Of $1 20, are beyin- 
uing to revolutionize tweir ideas, It would net 
take much to briug ona selling fever here, And, 
as St. Louis goes in the spring, s0 go the other 
Iharkets.

But there are notafew of the operators who 
profess to believe there ts trouble abead for some 
Ol the bears Wu0 have been shorting May wheat 
iu this market. They say the shortage in that 
option now amounts to several million bushels. 
bese short coutracts are supposed to be con- 
centrated in a few lands, The firms io whom this 
wheat is sold are among the strongest on the 
floor. Most of them were holders of the stock of 
No. 2 wheat in elevators here, having May soid 
against this cash stuff. But as they sold the 
actual wheat for milling or for shipnfent, these 
helders bought in their May, which tuey could do 
relatively cheaper than the price they sold their 
cash at. And they kept on buying May. Tuey 
bought and bought until they bave now a 
big line of contracts. It is hinted that 
by the time May arrives, the shorts will fiad the 
elevators here pretty near bare of wheats The 
receipts will not be sufficient to fill the shortage, 
and the shorts themsvives will be found upin a 
“corner” that they will be unabie to get out of. 
However, this may be alltalk. The shorts for 
February corn profess to believe, too, thatit is all 
talk of a deal being run in February corn. It is 
ciaimed, though, that there is still 600,000 bushels 
owiugto E., M. Samuel & Sons on Lhis month’s 
contracts. “It is a fact, too, that February cern 
has been selling bigher than March and very near 
up to April. Most of this Shortage is due from 
leading receivers here, who are appiying their re- 
ceipts of No.2 corn on tuese contracts as this 
corn comes in to them. These shorts say they 
will have plenty and to spare to fill ali the short- 
age there is out for february coro.

A CURIOUS STUDY. 
The Shocking Wieiinenadi Which 
Our Assessments Present, 


_ — 
—_— 


Some Reflections Which Will Interest 
Every Tax-Payer—Our Total Recorded 
Wealth Very Little in Excess of What 
it Was Seven Years Ago. 


Any citizen with sufficient curiosity to delve 
for an hour among the statistics in the Assessor’s 
office can fina much to marvelat. St. Louis is an 
eccentic metropolis, but in no department are her 
eccentricities so strongly marked as in that of 
her finances, This is said inno spirit of fault- 
finding, as against the gentlemen in charge 
of that department, but applies 


only tothe phenomena which the books present. 
If, for comparison, aman were, by his own ad- 
mission,to own a million dollars’ worth of real es- 
tate, improved and unimproved, to-day; and if 
during the succeeding tweive-month he were to 
aid toit ahalf million dollars in buildings of 
brick, iron and stone; and if, during that same 
period he parted wiih none of his possessions, 
it would sound very strange were he to hold 
up his band and swear that his entire estate 
80 a was worth only §900,000. His case 
would at least be regarded as something phenom- 
epal. Yet the tax records of the past few years, 
taken as a whole, furnish many such phenomena. 
Take, as the latest and consequently the best in- 
étance, the assessment figures of the years 1882 
and 1883. In 1882 the total assessments on real 
and personal pruperty in the city was $191,947,805, 
During that year there were erected ip the ciiy 
buildings whose estimated cost (always 25 per 
cent. below the real cost) was $5,010,554. Sup- 
posing that 

THERE WAS NO DEPRECIATION 

in the city’s property during the twelve 
months, the assessable property in 1883 would 
necessarily amount to $196,958,359. Yet the total 
of assessments for 1883 was Only §191,226,750, or 
nearly a miilion less than before the five millions 
of improvements were put in. but thisis not at 
ail the most conspicuous instance of backsliding 
which the books furnish. ln 1877, which was the 
first year after the separation effected by the 
Scheme and Charter, tne total of the assessed 
property in the city was $179.816,450. The next 
year it was reduced six millioys, the next eight 
and one-half millions, the ext five millions, 
Then it began to increase, ~ until 1883 it 
reached a total of $11,410,300 in excess 
of the figures of 1877. During that same period, 
however, buildings were erected whose estimated 
value was $29,693,932. Hence it am that, al- 
lowing for the improvements we have put upon 
our real estate during the eo seven years, the 
assessments make a total of $18,000,000 less than 
they did seven years ago. Or, not making any 
such allowance, our entire possessions are 
worth only §11,000,000 more than they 
were seven years ago. On a basis of 250,000 popu- 
Hye these figures would indicate that our peo- 
ple have 

INCREASED THEIR WORLDLY POSSESSIONS 
$5 apiece per year since 1877. This extravagant 
deduction is made merely as a forcible absurd- 
ity. There are doubtiess many facts which 
will serve to in part excuse this 
very unpleasant éxhibit. For instance, it is 
held that property was assessed altogether too 
high in 1877, aud even if it were not, the panicky 
events of that year deteriorated it, so that the 
reduction of $15,000,000 during ths succeeding two 
years was justifiavie, While that might be ac- 
cepted as satistactory so faras those two years 
are concerned, however, there are very few who 
will claim that, with all of its 
permanent improvements, the city has increased 
in wealth less than 1 per cent per year in seven 
years. The exhibit would be far more deplorabie 
were it not for the very bold and determined 
stand taken by Comptroller Aareon and Assessor 
Powers two years agoto make the assessments 
come somewhat nearer to as fair 
staadard, The efforts of these two 
men alone resulted in an increase of 
nearly twenty-five million dollars on tne totals, 
but the good work thus begun was relaxed some- 
what last year, when there was again a falling 

of three willions. If these facis indicate nothing 
else, they serve to show that the weakest point in 
our entire governmental system is in its most vital 
part, and that no feature of government deserves so 
mueb attention, so much careful reflection, or the 
exercise of so much ingenuity as that of deter- 
mining the basis whence all ourrevenues must 


come. °

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


If you wish to give an extra touch to your 
cottage pudding. after itis in the tin ready 
to bake, put little lumps of butter on the 
top and scatter sugar and.cinnamon over it, 


A delicious fililng for a layer cake is made 
of onecup of stoned raisins and one lemon 
peeled, chopped together; mix with this half 
a cup of cold water and one cup of sugar. 
Beat this well together; if the cake isa well 
baked, so that there is a crust on thé top, put 
the filling in while the cake is still warm. 
Be sure to remove the seeds from the lemons. 


A work-basket or waste-paper basket 
which has become worn and broken at the 
edges may be made to serve a good purpose 
by lining it; have the lining quite full, 
bring it over the outside of the basket, hem 
the edge, and shir it and catch it with fine 
stitches to the basket. An old basket re-- 
paired in this way is even prettier than some 
new ones. 

‘Two pretty tidies for the back of a small 
sofa which is divided in two parts afte made 
thus: For one take three pieces of 
biue ribbon the length of the sofa cushion, 
put lace insertion of the same width as the 
ribbon, trim the edge with narrow lace, not 
more than aninch and a half wide. For 
the other tidy use a contrasting color of 
ribbon: pink or crimson are pretty, of a fine 
shade of yellow will answer.

WASHINGTON SOCIETY. 


The Rage for Diamonds and Jew- 
els.

Who Possess Bright Gems—Congress- 
man Broadhead Eating an Oyster Stew 
With a Knife—Notes of Fashionable 

. Events at the National Capital. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, February 21.—The President’s 
reception to the members of Congress has been an 
event of this last full week of the social season. He 
will manage to squeeze in another reception Dbe- 
fore Lent draws the curtain. Next week it will 
pe tothe army and uavy officers, and this will 


| perhaps be the most brilliant of any of the recep- 


tions held at the White House this season, This 
will be especiallv the case in regard to the dis- 
play of gold lace and diamonds, dressing. The 
army and navy people are great in display if in 
anything. They get good salaries and know that 
they are to get them for life, and the result is 
that they spend them freely. At these White 
House receptions the army and havy cut a 
prominent figure. They are always there, 
and the glitter of their diamonds 
fairly astonisies the steady dsenutors 
and few wealthy Representatives who count 
their wealth by hundreds of thousands, and per- 
haps millions. The display of diamonds at.the 
White House last Tuesday evening was some- 
thing remarkable. There is a good deal of taik 
of shoddy and cheap society in Washington, but 
the display of rare jewels on Tuesday nignt was 
such as is seidom seen anywhere in this 
couutry. “Had I seen you a few hours earlier,” 
said the most prominent jeweler in Washington, 
“Feould have shown you the handsomest dia- 
mond neckiace ever seen in Washington.” It was 
only a couple of hours before the date for the re- 
ception to pegin ashe spoke. “I have seen a 
good number of diamonds in my time, for we 
make a specialty of them, but I have never seen 
anything to equal ‘his. i doubt whether their 
equal has been in Washington” And If was a 
rare one, seen at the White House, as it sparkled 
upon the bosom of the fair wearer, causing those 
sufficiently versed in the value of diamonds to 
bite their lips with envy. The value of the dia- 
monds which were shown at the White House re- 
ception on Tuesday evening is something aston- 
ishing. Of course no accurate computation could 
be made, but to say that they were valued 
at tens of thousands or hundreds of 
thousands of dollars would not be au 
exaggeration, “There are many ladies in Wash- 
ington,” said a prominent dealer in diamonds to 
the PosT-DISPATCH correspondent, ‘‘whose col- 
lections may ve valued by the tens of thousands 
of doilars. Take the wives of foreign ministers, 
for iustance. They bring with them wondertul 
aiamonds, such as baye not been seen in this 
ceuntry.” 

“Is it real, then, this talk of fine diamonds and 
costly ones, and such co.lections of wealth in 
fowelry of which we read in connection with 
foreign representatives?” 

“Yes,” he replied, “several of them are very 
wealttuy and have fine diamonds, Of course this 
is not the fact with all of them,or even perhaps 
with half of them, but there are some whose col- 
lections are wonderful, very, Very costly and 
rare.” Further inquiries develope the fact that 
these statements are well founded. Perhaps

owned in Washingion is Dy the wile 
of the Russian Minister. Of diamonds 
she has many which are large and of 
fine quality. Rare necklaces and brooches, 
many of them uuiguein the setting aud aimost 
unknown in this country, are ar-cuy her collec- 
tion. Large and valuable diamonds, costiv 
Alexandrites and sapphires and rubies in abund- 
ance make up the collection, The value of these 
cannot be toid, for nobodyin Washington, save, 
yerhaps, the Minister himself and his family, 
as any idea of the extent and value of 
siis Russian diamond mine. Gen. Beale, 
whois best known, perbaps, as Gen. Grant’s 
closest friend in Washington, has for his wife and 
daughter a very large and flue collection of dia- 
monds. Amoug them are some very curious 
stones, and some known among experts as fancy 
diamonds of rare appearance ana qualities,whuse 
values are counted by thousands and thousands 
of doliars. Thereis among tiiem some very curi- 
ous pieces With autique settings, their value being 
enhanced by the rarity, The British Minister 
and his family have also afine collection.
